RETAIL TRADE IN MAY. REVIEW OF FIRST YEAR OF CLOTHES RATIONING 


To save space the usual introductory paragraphs explaining 
the method of compiling the statistics * have been omitted. 

The main point to nete in this connection is that corrections 
for differences in the number of selling days were necessary on 
the majority of the schedules for May, the number of selling days 
in the calendar month being two less in 1942 than in 1941 ; 
Whit Monday fell on 2 June in 1941 and om 25 May this year. 
Some of the most important food retailers however reported 
for a period which covered or excluded Whitsun in both years, 
so that no correction was needed for them.

In years when Whitsun falls in May or the first day or two of 
June there is normally a small rise in daily sales between April 
and May due largely to pre-Whitsun purchases of apparel. This 
year however the index fell from 113 to 109, the North-East 
being the only district te record an increase. 

The explanation of this unusual occurrence is to be found in 
the quite unprecedented fall of 17 per cent. in the apparel index. 
Peace-time experience would have suggested a rise of somewhere 
about this amount, though last year’s absence of any movement 
showed that the seasonal forces had lost some of their power. 
The sharp fall is presumably due to the fact that May was the 
last month of the rationing year and many people had exhausted 
their coupons ; whatever the reason, it held good in all districts, 
the falls varying from 9 per cent. in Scotland to 19 per cent. 
in the Midlands and South Wales. The low level of May 
sales may also be seen from the fact that their value was 2 per 
cent. below the average of the other months since rationing 
started (implying a fall in volume of nearly 10 per cent.), whereas 
for earlier years which were similarly affected by Whitsun 
the corresponding rise was usually some 20 to 30 per cent. 
Available information suggests that the average amount spent 
per coupon was almost maintained at the rather higher level to 
Which it rose in April,

The index for household goods fell from 84 to 79, a relatively 
normal movement so far as the country as a whole is concerned, 
but the district figures ranged from a fall of 20 per cent. in 
Central and West End London to a rise of 11 per cent. in the 
North-East. Non-food merchandise as a whole showed a fall 
of 11 per cent. from 110 to 98, with district falls varying between 
4 per cent. in the North-East and 19 per cent. in Central and 
West End London. 

A small increase was recorded for food and perishables, from 
117 to 119. The normal movement is a small fall, but it was 
noted last month that sales in April were rather surprisingly 
low, so this contrast is probably of no significance. The district 
movements varied rather more than usual, ranging from an 
increase of 9 per cent. in the North-East to a fall of 11 per cent. 
in Central and West End London. 


First YEAR oF CLoTHEs RatIoNING 

As clothes rationing has probably had a greater influence on 
retail trade in the last year than any other single factor, it is 
appropriate to review the results of its first year of operations so 
far as they are reflected in these statistics. 

For the country as a whole the apparel index has averaged 
103 during the last 12 months. This means that the value of 
sales has been very little higher than it was in the two years 
before the outbreak of war, despite a very considerable rise in 
prices. There is no really satisfactory way of deducing what 
this means in terms of volume, as the cost-of-living index is 
designed only to cover the cheaper forms of clothing, and so 
probably exaggerates the average rise in prices ; it is also unduly 
affected by the purchase tax, since it is (inevitably) based 
largely on prices for cloth, which is taxed at the full rate. The 
index actually shows an average rise for the year of nearly 90 
per cent., so that one might perhaps say that the volume of sales 
was rather less than 60 per cent. of pre-war. It must of course 
be remembered that the number of purchasers has been reduced 
by the withdrawal of both men and women into the armed forces. 
The number of garments brought will probably have suffered 
a greater reduction, as the tendency of clothes rationing has been 
towards the purchase of better quality goods, at correspondingly 
higher values, so as to receive greater value per coupon. 4 

Comparison may also be made with sales in the 12 months ° 
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immediately prior to rationing, when the index averaged 113, 
so that the fall in value was nearly 9 per cent. The cost-of-living 
index shows a rise of some 23 per cent., which would imply that 
the volume of sales fell by about a quarter, but in view of what 
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was said above, the true fall was probably rather less. The 
comparison is of course affected by other disturbing forces 
besides rationing, notably evacuation, air-raids and the wave

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tax, but these have less effect on the figures for the whole 
country and the whole year than they do on particular districts 
and particular months, and to some extent they pull in opposite 
directions. 

The value figures for the various districts are of considerable 
interest :—

The falls compared with the previous year show a surprising 
degree of uniformity, the higher one for the South of England 
being probably due to reduced buying population in this district 
during the later year. The absolute level of the index-numbers 
shows how London has suffered most during the war, with the 
South of England in an intermediate position and the other four 
districts in a group at the top. 

Finally, it is interesting to compare stocks of rationed goods 
at the end of the year with their level at the beginning. Table I 
shows that there were increases in value of 8°8 per cent. for 
women’s wear and 5-2 per cent. for men’s wear, and decreases 
of 2-8 per cent. for boots and shoes and 4-5 per cent. for dress 
materials. The cost-of-living index shows a rise in prices between 
the two dates of about 10 per cent., so that on the whole there 
has clearly been some reduction in the volume of stocks, but it 
has equally clearly been small, and probably no more than is 
justified by the lower level of turn-over. It must not be for- 
gotten, however, that fewer shops report stocks than report 
sales, and the sample is less representative. 


COMPARISON WITH TWELVE MONTHS EARLIER 


May.—The table of percentage changes and, in particular, the 
London figures, should be read in conjunction with the cor- 
responding table for May 1941 when sales were more severely 
affected by enemy action. 

The average value of daily sales in May 1942 was 2-5 per cent. 
lower than a year ago, whereas in the preceding three months 
there had been an average increase of 4°2 per cent. Sales rose in 
both London areas and fell in all other districts. The changes 
ranged from a decrease of 6:5 per cent. in the South of England 
toa rise of 6-4 per cent. in Central and West End London, a rise 
which followed on a fall of 8-9 per cent. a year ago. Sales not 
allocated to any district fell by 2-6 per cent., the decrease being 
so closely similar to that for total sales that the district figures 
would probably have been little different had it been possible to 
allocate all. sales reported. 

Food and perishables, amounting to roughly 58 per cent. of 
the total value of sales reported in May, rose by 5-0 per cent. 
there being some increase in each of the seven districts. The 
advance was much more pronounced (13-4 per cent.) in Central 
and West End London than in any other part of the country, 
but the district index numbers for food make it plain that this 
increase and the one of 6 per cent. recorded for May 1941 still 
leave the area far below its own normal level, and yet further 
below the level now attained elsewhere. The advance in sales 
unallocated to any district, 4-2 per cent., while less than that 
for the country as a whole, differed so little that the district 
figures over-state the increases only to a slight degree. 

The exhaustion of clothing coupons, discussed above, was 
mainly responsible for the fact that daily sales of non-food 
merchandise were considerably lower than a year ago, the 
decrease amounting to 11-2 per cent. The only district increase, 
3-4 per cent. for Central and West End London, followed a drop 
of 108 per cent. in 1941. In the North West, in the Midlands 
and South Wales and in the South of England the decline 
exceeded the average, reaching 17-6 per cent. in the last-named 
district. For Great Britain as a whole, the only increases of 
substantial dimensions were in the furnishing sections, sales of 
Which were very low a year ago, even in value. Furnishing 
departments rose by 20-8 per cent. with three district increases 
in excess of 20 per cent., and household piece-goods were little 
behind with an increase of 18-0 per cent. In the former section 
Central and West End London showed the outstanding advance 
of 92:2 per cent., but even this did not suffice to offset the 
combined effect of decreases of 36-0 per cent. in 1941 and 23:3 
per cent. in 1940. The largest district increase for household 
Piece-goods was 31:8 per cent. in the South of England, but high 
figures were also recorded for Central and West End London, 
(27-0 per cent.) and for Scotland (25-2 per cent.) . Two other main 
categories also exceeded last year’s May level, miscellaneous and 
lnspecified goods by 4-0 per cent., and fancy departments by 
18 per cent. The character of the former section precludes any

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significance in its movement and a large proportion of the goods 
in the latter are subject to purchase tax at the highest rate 
Decreases in the remaining six categories consisted of a fall of 
4:3 per cent. for hardware and heavier decreases (between 11} 
and 29 per cent.) for the others which include all the apparel 
items. It may be noted that men’s wear, women’s wear, and 
dress materials all failed to reach the May 1941 level in any 
district while boots and shoes showed only one increase, 4:3 per 
cent. in Central and West End London. 

February-May. Total daily sales in the first four months of 
the trading year were 2-5 per cent. greater than in 1941. There 
was a decrease in one district only, 2-4 per cent. in the South o 
England, and a considerable increase (19-7 per cent.) in ‘aaa 
and West End London. This district, after a long and almost 
unbroken succession of decreases covering several years, has 
lately shown some improvement but the previous shrinkage 
was so severe that a large percentage rise represents-a relatively 
small expansion in terms of money. 

Food and perishables rose by 3-0 per cent., increases being 
recorded for all districts although the movement was fractional 
in the South of England. Central and West End London, for 
the reason given in the previous paragraph, showed a much larger 
rise than any other district. Other merchandise also advanced, 
but to a less extent, 1-8 per cent., and sales contracted both in 
the Midlands and South Wales and in the South of England. 
The outstanding movement is the rise of over 30 per cent. for 
furnishing departments and household piere-goods. 


STOCKS * 


The total value of stocks at cost at the end of May was 1-7 per 
cent. less than a year earlier, this decrease being slightly smaller 
than those recorded in March and April. Stocks rose by the 
same percentage (21) in Scotland and in the North West and by 
0-8 per cent. in Central and West End London; decreases else- 
where ranged from 2°8 per cent. in the North East to 7-4 per 
cent. in Suburban London. Compared with May 1939 stocks 
show an increase in value of 39 per cent., but this implies a 
considerable decrease in volume ; the corresponding figures for 
the previous six months were November, 38; December, 31 ; 


- January, 52; February, 43; March, 31; and April, 37. 


Stocks of food and perishables were 13-7 per cent. higher 
than a year ago and nearly 60 per cent. above the level of May 
1939, recent months showing very similar increases compared 
with pre-war apart from April, when the advance amounted to 
94 per cent. Stocks of other merchandise, however, were lower 
than a year ago by 3-3 per cent. although they were 37 per cent. 
in excess of the corresponding figure for May 1939. Restriction 
of supplies is more severe for this division of merchandise than 
for food and the rise is therefore smaller in spite of a very much 
steeper advance in prices. Four of the tabulated categories 
showed increases, of which the largest was 10-4 per cent. for 
miscellaneous and unspecified goods, the next in size being 
8-8 per cent. for women’s wear. Decreases of from 164 to 19 
per cent. were recorded for piece-goods (the household goods 
sub-section of which fell by 34:3 per cent.), furnishing depart- 
ments, hardware and sports and travel goods. Outstanding 
rises in comparison with May 1939 were 64 per cent. for house- 
hold piece-goods and 55 per cent. for fancy departments, prices 
having advanced very steeply in both sections. 

The month to month movement of apparel stocks since 
August last as measured by comparing the schedules of retailers 
reporting stocks in both of two adjacent months, is given in the 
following table :—

Women’s wear showed an increase of about 5 per cent. for the 
fourth month in succession, and has now virtually regained the 
level of November, before its big seasonal fall. Men’s wear 
made a further recovery in May, but boots and shoes suffered 


a further fall. 





* It must be remembered that statistics of stocks are based on a 
much less representative sample of shops than those of sales; thus 
the collaborating co-operative societies, for example, do not report 
stocks.

IMPORT LICENSING 


MICA: REVOCATION OF &* EMPIRE” OPEN 
GENERAL LICENCE 
Notice to Importers No. 153 


With effect from 1 August 1942 the Board of Trade have 
withdrawn the facility whereby “ Mica, slabs, splittings, ground 
and waste”’ from the British Empire, Palestine and Trans- 
jordan, the Free French Colonies, the Belgian Congo and Ruanda- 
Urundi may be imported into the United Kingdom without a 
separate licence. From that date separate licences will be 
required even where consignments are already en route. 


EXPORT CONTROL—CONSOLIDATED 
ORDER 


The Board of Trade have issued the Export of Goods (Control) 
(No. 28) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1251, price 8d.), the 
chief effect of which is to consolidate previous Export Control 
Orders. The new Order comes into force on 15 July 1942 and 
sets out the position with reference to Export Licensing Control 
at that date. 

Changes have been made in the list of “ All goods” destina- 
tions and in the provision under which certain goods may be 
exported through British Indian ports for transit overland to 
destinations in China. 

Copies of the Order will be available on Wednesday, 8 July. 


WOOL CONTROL 


Wool Control has announced that new issue prices have been 
fixed for raw material required for export and for production of 
yarn and fabric for export :— 

(a) For raw material required for export in fabric or in yarn 
Home Issue prices Nos. 17 and 18 became effectite on 
1 July 1942. 

(b) Raw material required for the Home Civil trade against 
the ration to be issued for the period 1 July to 31 October 
1942 will be issued on the basis of Home Issue prices 
Nos. 13 and 14. 


Wool Control also announces that export issue prices have been 
increase d in proportion. 


CONTROL OF COTTON 


The Control of the Cotton Industry (No. 33) Order, 1942 
(S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1204, price 1d.), which has been made 
by the Minister of Supply, amends the previous provisions 
regarding the licensing of the use of cotton. Hitherto, although 
cotton waste could not be used for any purpose except under 
licence, cotton could be used for purposes other than spinning 
without a licence. Under the new Order a licence will also be 
required, as from 29 June for the use of cotton for non-spinning 
uses. 

The No. 33 Order also amends the No, 23 Order (S. R. & O. 1941 
No. 1174, price 1d.) under which licences are required for the delive ry 
by the producer, in pursuance of a contract of sale, of single yarn 
spun from cotton, cotton waste or staple rayon fibre not exceeding 
3 inches in length. Where yarn was spun on commission no licence 
for delivery was required. This gap is filled by the new Order, 
which provides that where yarn is produced by one person on behalf 
of another it shall be deemed to have been produced by the latter 
person. 

The Order also amends the definition of yarn covered by the 
No. 23 Order. The new definition makes it clear that yarns spun 
from rayon staple waste are covered and that both cotton and rayon 
staple fibre obtaine od by garnetting rags or any other process are 
regarded as ‘‘ waste.’ 


CONTROL OF COIR 


The Ministry of Supply has issued the Control of Coir (No. 1) 
Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1203, price 1d.) forbidding the 
purchase and sale of coir fibre and coir yarn in quantities exceed- 
ing 5 cwts. except under licence or Special or General Direction 
issued by the Minister of Supply. 

The Order also lays down that no person shall treat, use or 
consume coir yarn or coir fibre except :— 





(a) a farmer or hop grower for farming or hop growing ; 

(6) an allotment holder or occupier of a garden for the purpose 
of the growing of food ; 

(c) in thatching or 

(d) under the authority of a licence or a Direction issued by the 
Ministry of Supply. 

Coco bristle fibre for brush-making is excluded from this 
Order. The Order came into force on 27 June 1942. All 
enquiries should be addressed to the Ministry of Supply, Coir 
Control, Washington Hotel, Chester. 


MAXIMUM PRICES OF PENCILS 


The Board of Trade have, after consultation with the Central 
Price Regulation Committee, made the Pencils (Manufac. 
turers’ Maximum Prices) Directions, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 
No. 1256, price 1d.) and the Pencils (Maximum Prices) Order, 
1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1239, price 1d.) controlling the prices 
of pencils. The control extends to all pencils permitted to be 
manufactured under the Order and Direction which came into 
operation on 1 June (see the “ Board of Trade Journal ” of 6 June 
1942, page 280) and limits the number of types, degrees and 
colours which may be manufactured. 

Prices are fixed by the Direction for pencils on sale by manufac. 
turers and by the Order, under the Goods and Services (Price Con. 
trol) Act, 1941, on sale by wholesalers and retailers. In accordance 
with trade practice, different maximum prices are fixed on sales by 
manufacturers, wholesalers and retailers according to the quantities, 
sold. For example the maximum retail price per pencil will be 1}d, 
for ordinary graphite pencils, 24d. for coloured pencils, 3}d. for 
drawing pencils and copying ink pencils and 5d. for China marking 
pencils, with lower prices for larger quantities. 

These prices are now in effect, but they do not relate to non-utility 
pencils manufactured before 1 June. Such pencils already made 
are allowed to be supplied by manufacturers up to 30 June, and they 
may continue to be sold by wholesalers and retailers at the prices 
hitherto permitted under the Prices of Goods Act, 1939. 


MISCELLANEOUS ORDER 
CLASS 7—FLOOR COVERINGS 


The regulations concerning this class which became operative 
on 1 June and which will remain in operation until 31 July have 
been explained in the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 9 May 1942, 
page 241, and in the Limitation of Supplies (Miscellaneous) 
(No. 15) Order (see the “‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 6 June 
1942, page 281). 
The following amplification of these may be helpful :— 
(1) No floor covering may be supplied by registered supplier 
without a licence. The supply licences are issued by the 
Board of Trade from the Carlton Hotel, Bournemouth. 

(2) The stocks of floor covering which wholesalers and retailers 
had on 1 June and which they have acquired since may 
be supplied freely. 

(3) No permit is necessary for wholesalers and retailers to 

supply floor covering. 

(4) Linoleum 

(a) The word Linoleum refers to that particular kind of floor 
covering which contains jute, cork or rubber. 

(b) Such stocks as the wholesalers and retailers have may be 
supplied without restriction. 

(c) Registered manufacturers should carefully note that lino- 
leum of their own manufacture may be supplied only 
in the following ways :— 

(1) By export if such export is permitted. 

(2) Against direct orders placed by the Admiralty, the 
Ministry of War Transport and the Ministry 
Works and Buildings, which will make bulk pur 
chases. 

(3) Against a permit issued by the Ministry of Works and 
Buildings. 

The procedure for getting a permit is as follows :— 

(i) Essential use in factories, Orders for linoleum for u#

in factories (for example canteens) must be sent 
the Industries and Manufactures Department 4 
Carlton Hotel, Bournemouth, accompanied by 
Factory Inspector’s certificates (by arrangement 
with the Ministry of Labour). Approved orders Wi 
be sent to the Ministry of Works and Buildings 
which Ministry will grant a permit to a manufacture 
for the release of a given amount of linoleum. 

(ii) Hospitals needing linoleum must apply to the Minist 
of Health. If the Ministry of Health approves of tht 
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order it will ask the Ministry of Works and Buildings 
to give a permit to a registered manufacturer to 
release a certain amount to a particular hospital. 

(iii) All other supplies which are regarded as essential may 
be made only against a permit issued by the Ministry 
of Works and Buildings. This includes orders of 
Government Departments other than the Admiralty, 
Ministry of War Transport and Ministry of Works 
and Buildings and of Foreign Governments. Appli- 
cations should be made either to the Board of Trade, 
Industries and Manufactures Department 4, Carlton 
Hotel, Bournemouth, or to the Ministry of Works 
and Buildings direct. 

(iv) It should be clearly understood that no supplies of lino- 
lewm may be made other than in the manner indicated 
above. 

(v) It will be observed that the arrangements which existed 
under the Limitation of Supplies (Miscellaneous) 
(No. 13) Order do not apply now. 

(vi) The supplies of linoleum up to the end of July 1942 
will be almost entirely made out of stock. Any small 
amounts which may be freshly manufactured will be 
for Government Departments only. 

(5) Floor Coverings other than Linoleum 

(a) Carpets. No fresh supplies of jute will be available for 
the manufacture of carpets. Supply by manufacturers 
will be either from their stocks or from carpets which 
were in the process of being manufactured on 1 June 
1942. 

(b) Other floor coverings not containing jute, cork or rubber, 
for example, felt base, will continue to be manu- 
factured in as large quantities as raw materials position 
permits. It is hoped in particular that a large quantity 
of felt base which will look like linoleum and which will 
be a reasonably good substitute for it, but not of course 
containing jute, will be manufactured. 

(6) Those requiring floor coverings not containing jute, cork 
or rubber will be supplied only out of the amounts 
the registered manufacturers are allowed to supply 
under licence (except in respect of direct Government 
contracts or by direct export) and also out of the stocks 
of retailers and wholesalers who may supply freely. 

Certain exceptions, however, will be made in respect of 

particularly essential users. 

Supplies to those exceptionally essential users will be made 

possible in two ways. 

A. By issuing supplementary supply licences to registered 
manufacturers for supply to :— 

(i) Industrial users. 

(ii) Persons in the Third Schedule, for example, 
hospitals. 

The procedure here is for the orders for the goods ac- 
companied by a certificate from an authority com- 
petent to judge the essentiality of the requirement 
(for example, an Official of a Government Depart- 
ment) to be sent to the Carlton Hotel, Bournemouth 
(as before). If the order is approved, a supple- 
mentary supply licence to supply a particular 
amount will be sent to the registered manufacturer. 

B. General licences are being issued so that the following 

persons included in the Fifth Schedule of the 
Limitation of Supplies (Miscellaneous) (No. 13) 
Order 1941 may obtain supplies of floor covering 
other than linoleum without restriction :— 
N.A.A.F.L. (8. R. & O. 1941 No. 365, price 1d.). 
Members of the Council of Voluntary War Work 
(S. R. & O. 1941 No. 1445, price 1d.). 
Approved Schools (S. R. & O. 1941 No. 1725, 
price 1d.). 

Registered manufacturers may supply to these without 
restriction. 

Registered manufacturers, therefore, may supply floor 
coverings not containing jute, cork or rubber in 
excess of the amount they aré permitted to supply 
by licence only in these ways :— 

(a) Without restriction against direct orders by 
Government Departments where the floor cover- 
ing is mentioned in the contract; by direct 
export; to N.A.A.F.L, the C.V.W.W. and 
Approved Schools. 

(b) Specifically against supplementary supply licences 
for use in industry and by certain persons named 
in the Third Schedule. 


DIRECTIONS TO UNREGISTERED MANU- 
FACTURERS OF KNITTED GOODS 


By the Knitted Goods (Manufacture and Supply) (No. 2) 
Directions, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1258), made by the Board 
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of Trade under the Apparel and Textiles Order, 1942 (see the 
“ Board of Trade Journal” of 30 May 1942, page 271), Unregis- 
tered Manufacturers of Knitted Goods are permitted to manu- 
facture after 30 June 1942, certain knitted goods in common use. 
The articles which may be manufactured and the materials from 
which they may be made are set out in a Schedule to the Direc- 
tions. The utility mark may be applied by unregistered manu- 
facturers to knitted goods conforming to the Utility specifica- 
tions, and the prices which may be charged for goods so marked 
are controlled. 

Permission to carry on by way of business the manufacture of 
knitted goods is restricted to persons who manufactured knitted 
goods on 1 September 1941, and the value of knitted goods manu- 
factured by an unregistered person which may be supplied or 
used in the manufacture of other goods is limited to £100 in any 
one month. 


RESTRICTION OF RESALE 


The Board of Trade have issued a General Licence (S. R. & O. 
1942 No. 1244, price 1d.) under the Price-Controlled Goods 
(Restriction of Resale) (No. 2) Order, 1942 (see the ‘‘ Board of 
Trade Journal” of 6 June 1942, page 280) permitting certain 
types of transactions which the Order otherwise prohibits. These 
transactions are as follows :— 

1. Closed firms in concentrated industries. Firms closed under 
schemes of concentration approved by the Board may re-sell, 
otherwise than by retail, goods manufactured for them (by their 
“nucleus ”’ firms). The licence only relates to re-sales of goods 
of a description which the closed firm itself manufactured before 
the operation of the approved concentration scheme. Subject to 
this proviso, a person buying goods from such a closed firm is 
deemed, for purposes of the Order, to have bought the goods 
directly from the manufacturer thereof. These provisions of the 
licence supersede those of the General Licence issued last January 
under the original Price-Controlled Goods (Restriction of Resale) 
Order. 

2. Second-hand goods. Dealers in second-hand goods (irrespec- 
tive of the date when those goods were manufactured) are per- 
mitted by the General Licence to re-sell to other dealers such 
goods as they themselves have bought from members of the 
public or by auction. The licence, however, only applies to 
dealers whose business has, since 3 March 1939, included the 
resale of such goods otherwise than by retail, and it does not 
relate to goods bought by private treaty by the first dealers from 
the stock of any business. 


‘“‘ABSORBED”’ FIRMS—HOSIERY 


Hosiery firms whose production has been absorbed under con- 
centration arrangements should consult the terms of the Direc- 
tions issued by the Board of Trade to the nucleus firms which 
have absorbed their production, and should familiarise them- 
selves in particular with the provisions relating to the prices 
which may be charged by manufacturers for utility goods. If 
for any reason an “ absorbed ”’ firm has difficulty in consulting 
the terms of the Directions issued to the nucleus hosiery firms 
concerned, application for a copy of the Directions should be 
made to the Director of Civilian Hosiery, Board of Trade, 94, 
tegent Road, Leicester. 


BOARD OF TRADE APPOINTMENT 
DOMESTIC HOLLOW-WARE AND HARDWARE 


Mr. T. D. Morison, who is Factory Controller and Deputy 
Controller General of Factory and Storage Premises, has also 
agreed to act as adviser to the Board of Trade on the problems 
of production of the domestic hollow-ware and hardware indus- 
tries.

LIVER OIL AND ALL OTHER OILS AND PHAR- 
MACEUTICAL PREPARATIONS 


H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner at Ottawa has forwarded 
a copy of an Order dated 14 May 1942, issued by the Canadian 
Department of Pensions and National Health, which states 
that under the provisions of Section 10a of the Food and Drugs 
Act, imports of cod liver oil and all other oils and pharmaceutical 
preparations purporting to contain vitamin A shall, as from 
1 August 1942, be accompanied by a duly certified declaration. 
Section 10a of the Act and the form of Declaration read as

IMPORTATION OF FERTILISERS, BONE MEAL 
AND FOODSTUFFS CONTAINING ANIMAL 
MATTER AND USED BAGS 

H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner at Ottawa has forwarded a 
copy of Ministerial Order No. 48B, dated 29 April 1942, issued 
by the Canadian Department of Agriculture, which supersedes 
Ministerial Order No. 48A of 20 June 1931. The effect of the 
new Order is that the former import prohibition of second hand 
or previously used bags, and bagging, either empty, or conveying, 
or covering merchandise has been removed. 

The importation into Canada of (1) manure and fertilisers 
containing animal products and (2) bone meal and food stuffs 
containing animal matter continues to be prohibited by Order 
No. 48B. 

The prohibition does not apply to the products enumerated 
above, with the exception of swine manure, originating in and 
shipped direct from countries declared to be free from foot and 
mouth disease for a period of six months immediately preceding 
date of shipment, nor shipments of bone meal from especially 
approved premises in Great Britain. 

Shipments coming from exempted countries must be accom- 
panied by the sworn declaration of the shipper that the afore- 
mentioned products originated in that country and had not been 
outside of that country before direct shipment to Canada. 


UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


With reference to the notice in the “ Board of Trade Journal ” 
of 27 September 1941 (pages 191-192) the Board of Trade have

EGYPT 
MARKING OF ORIGIN 


With reference to the previous notice under the above heading 
in the “‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ of 16 May (page 259), a decree 
published in the Egyptian ‘“ Journal Officiel” of 25 May and 
operative as from 31 May states that the origin, type and weight 
(metric weight or legal Egyptian equivalent) of tea sold in boxes, 
packets or other wrapping must be indicated on the container in 
Arabic. The characters must not be smaller than any other 
marking on the container, and in any case must not be less than 
3 millimetres high. 

Similarly tea sold in bulk must have the containers marked 
with characters in Arabic at least 3 centimetres high. 


SPAIN 
EXCISE TAX ON IMPORTED COTTON 


The Spanish “ Boletin Oficial del Estado” of 6 June contains 
a Decree dated 9 May 1942 which provides that a new Excise tax 
on a varying basis shall be levied on imported raw cotton. 

As from 9 May the tax will be 40 centimos per kilo and it will 
be revised annually in order to balance the prices of nationally 
produced and imported cotton. 


SYRIA AND LEBANON 
CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


H.M. Commercial Counsellor in Beirut has forwarded a copy 
of the Syrian Customs Tariff which was extensively revised on 

8 March 1942. 

The principal change involved is the substitution in a large 
number of cases of ad valorem duties for specific duties. The

TRADE IN DECEMBER QUARTER 1941 


According to statistics recently received by the Board of 
Trade, imports into and exports from Peru in the three months 
ended 31 December 1941 were valued at 110,450,000 soles and 
111,510,000 soles as compared with 77,077,000 soles and 
104,250,000 soles respectively in the December quarter of 1940.
